The bombers soared over Seattle 
in three-three-three-one formation 
before settling on the field south of 
the city, after one of the longest 
flights ever undertaken by the 
army air corps in mass formation 

Lieut. Col. Henry H. Arnold, 
charge of the squadron, declared 
upon his arrival here his belief de- 
velopments of aviation in the Puget 
Sound region and along the Alas- 
kan coast is a prime necessity. 


PROVEN PRACTICAL 

He said tactical squadrons could 
be dispatched quickly to Alaska in 
case of a threatened attack and 
pointed to the success of the flight 
concluded as an indication of 
the feasibility of such flights. 

As links in the air defense chain 
the officer said there should be a 
base field in the Seattle area, that 
the field at Bellingham, Wash 
north of Seattle. should be brought 
into use. As for the Alaskan por- 
tion of the suggested air route, he

Malcolm McKinlay 
Namao Pioneer, Is 
Called By Death 


Pioneer settler of the west and) 
telegraph operator and dispatcher | 
through the Riel Rebellion, Mal- 
colm McKinlay died Friday night 
at the age of 84 years at his farm 
at Namao, where he originally loc- 
ated when he first came west in 
1883 

Mr. McKinlay was a life member 
eof the Northern Alberta Old Tim- 
ers’ and Pioneers’ Association. He 
had been ill for but a few days be- 
fore his death. 

Born in 1850 at Rose Valley. 
P.E.l., he started life as a school 
teacher at Bradalbane, P.EJ. In 
1871 he married Sarah McDonald 
and later entered the service of the 
government telegraphs in Prince 
Edward Island, as operator at 
O'Leary. 

Coming west in 1883 he took up 
land at Namao, the homestead he 
had always retained. In 1885 he 
was government telegraph operat- 
or, dispatcher and lineman at Fort 
Pitt, Sask., and sent the federal dis- 
patches during the Riel rebellion. | 

The following year he brought | 
his family to the west and for some 
time he farmed his homestead at 
Namao. Later he was sent as tele- 
graph operator to Burns Lake, B.C 
where he spent several years. 

He spent the latter part of his 
life at the home of his daughter 
Mrs. Hugh McLean of this city 

His wife and two brothers pre- 
deceased him and he survived 
by two sons, Daniel, of Namao and 
Murdoch, of Stony Plain, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Hugh McLean, Ed- 
monton, and Mrs. C. E. Smythe, of 
Vancouver.
